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1. I produced a series of films for 
the Crusaders and was empowered 
to distribute them nationally. 
2. I em ployed General Screen 
Advertising to arrange for their 
showing in moving picture thea­ 
ters. The Alexander Film Corpo­ 
ration was employed by them to 
distributethefilmsin Pennsylvania. 
3. We were notified that the Penn­ 
sylvania Censors had held up 
‘‘Don’t Blame Your Butcher” but 
had passed “ Dogs, Monkeys and 
Men.” 
4. Vi'e were then told so much 
pressure had been brought on the 
distributors they would, to pro­ 
tect their regular business, have 
to withdraw from Pennsylvania. 
5. I appeared before the Board of 
Censors myself and asked approv­ 
al of seven films. 
6. The Board stated some of the 
films had been sent to theaters 
before censors' approval was 
asked. I replied that if this were 


so, it had been done w ithout my 
knowledge or consent: that if the 
law had been broken, the Board 
had recourse in the manner pre­ 
scribed by law on the parties 
violating it. But this had no bear­ 
ing upon the morality of the films 
or the right of the Board to refuse 
approval of their legal showing. 


7 . The Board said it is against 
its rules to have the name of the 
sponsors at the end of films instead 
of at the beginning. The Chair­ 
man gave me a copy of the rules. 
There was no such provision. 
8. These films are being screened 
without hindrance in 29 other 
states. No other state has refused 
to permit their showing.,.

The Alexander Film Company started shipping the latter to the 
theaters, but soon sent word it would have to discontinue distrib­ 
ution in the State due to political pressure. 


Mr. Z. L. Potter, representing the Crusaders then asked the 
censors’ approval of seven films — which the Board has failed 
to act upon to date. 


Two Alexander Film Company representatives in a personal inter­ 
view used all their power to persuade Mr. Potter to abandon the 
project in Pennsylvania. 


A prominent official of the organization distributing the films 
nationally sent the wire reproduced on this page explaining the 
tremendous pressure being brought to kill the films and stop 
their distribution.

NOTE OF GAYETY 
IN SPUING PLOTS 
Puschkinia, Guinea 
Hen Flower, Whiter 
Aconite Need Oct. 
Planting.

(In the New York Hera Id-Tribune) 
Almost every gardener will plant 
some tulips, crocus and narcissi this 
fall. 
No spring garden is complete 
without them . 
Yet there are other 
bulbs, less frequently planted, which 
merit more attention from the gar­ 
dener. 
The puschkinia. for example, is 
seldom seen. 
Yet it is a beautiful, 
small bulbous plant with bell-shaped 
flowers, white striped with soft blue, 
from which it takes its nam e of 
striped squill. Tile flowers are borne 
in dense trusses on four to six-inch 
stems in April. Lake all small bulbs, 
it should be planted in masses or 
close groupings to be effective. The 
rock garden is the ideal place for 
them, but they also may be planted 
near the edge of the flower border. 
A well-drained soil, light yet rich. 
is best for them. 
In such a soil, if 
undisturbed, they will thrive and in­ 
crease from year to year. After sev­ 
eral years they may become too 
crowded and cease blooming. It will 
then be necessary to lift and replant 
them in newly enriched soil. 
The 
bulbs should be planted in October 
three inches deep and preferably 
three inches apart. 
Early Planting Advised 
The guinea hen flower (Fiitillaria 
meleagris), although not showy, is 
quaint and charming, and a plant­ 
ing of it always excites comment. 
The 
curiously 
checkered 
flowers 
gracefully droop from stems twelve 
inches high. There is also a lovely, 
pure white form. 
The bulbs should bi1 planted as 
early as possible three to four inches 
deep in a rather gritty, woodsy soil 
and mulched with leaves. They seem 
to prefer a rather cool, lightly shad­ 
ed place such as is often found in 
the wild garden or in shaded parts 
of the rock garden. 
They should i 
preferably be planted close to a 
path, for to be appreciated they must j 
be seen close at hand. 
In spite of its small size the win­ 
ter 
aconite 
(Eranthis h y m e n a l) I 
makes a gay patch of color. 
The* 
warm 
yellow’ 
flowers, 
resembling 
tiny buttercups, set in emerald col­ 
lars of leaves, are very bright and 
cheering on a blustery March day. 
The winter aconite blooms with the 
snowdrops and with some of the ear­ 
ly flowering species of crocus, as Cro­ 
cus un pc rati, and is a charm ing 
companion for them. It is well suit­ 
ed for rock garden planting or for 
massing under shrubs in moist, but 
well-drained positions. 
T h at one 
may enjoy the blossoms as early as 
possible a sheltered location is de­ 
sired. 
It is. however, adaptable to 
garden conditions. 
It will grow’ in 
shade, and is valuable for planting 
under trees where few plants will 
grow. 
lf undisturbed it will self­ 
sow forming I arger colonies each 
year. 
Winier Aconite a Tuber 
The 
winter 
aconite, 
although 
classed with the bulbs, is in reality 
a tuber 
In the same m anner as the 
bulbs, the foliage dies down and tho 
plant 
rests 
during 
the 
summer 
m onths, growth being resumed in 
the early fall. 
No tim e should be 
lost in planting the tubers. 
Plant 
them three inches deep, and as the 
plants are tiny, in close groups or 
masses. 
It is surprising that the May-flow­ 
ering Seines. Soma hispanic* (cam- 
panulatai and the English Bluebells 
(Scilla nutans* are not more fre­ 
quently planted 
They are available 
in pink. blue and purest white. 
As 
the flower spikes with drooping bells 
grow a foot or more high they mak 
a good showing and should be more 
fiequently planted to give variety tc 
bulb borders. 
Their greatest value 
however, 
is 
for 
beautifying dry 
shady places under pine and other 
trees, where Utile els#* will thrive 
They are beautiful naturalized lr 
open woodland or in odd com* 
the garden. The bulbs of these 
las should be planned in Octofc 
early November, setting them 
inches deep m the soil.
